In Bare Root dormant rose bushes, we can supply our 
own varieties in Greenhouse~grown bushes, for Spring 
planting only. These bushes will not appear as strong 
as the field-grown ones, but after they have commenced 
to grow the results are very satisfactory and they 
become hardy.
